Again to-night 
she was present on the platform, ye ng 
her flag in one hand, her fan in the other 
and cheering like mad, until the byestand- 
ers pulled her down to her seat and 
tore the flag into tatters in 
their effort to take it from her, while she 
folded it about her person and strnggled for 
its possession. The confusion continued 
fully ten minutes, when the loud-voiced 
delegates succeeded in attracting attention,

Cincinnati Star. 
No notice of this queen city of the south, 
no matter how elaborate, would be com- 
lete which omitted to speak of the: cotton 
actory lately built here. We have not 
time or space at this hour to go into a de- 
tailed «description of it, but give a short 
sketch or outline of what is certainly one 
of Atlanta’s most noteworthy industries.

Tue whole northeastern portion of the 
country has suffered severely from 9 
drouth.

Langs in Pelitics. 

When the celebrated Dr. Puddleduck, 
of Pine Mountain, invented his wonder- 
ful Gilt-edged Medical Lung Balsam, he 
little knew what a vital force in politics 
the result of his unpremeditated inven- 
tion was destined to become.

Instead of 
that they will have an as 
sortment of cliques and factions 
to encounter; and if they 
present a solid front headed by men who 
command the support of thé whole party, 
victory is as good as secured. The truth 
is, the republican party of 1880 differs 
from the party of 1860 as much as two 
political organizations well can. When 
the republicans met in Chicago in 1860 
they carefully considered the declaration 
of principles they were about to make; it 
was uppermost in their minds; but in 
1880 it has been remarked by nearly 
all the correspondents that the 
subject of a platform has scarcely 
been spoken of on the street or at the 
hotels. Noone in Chicago thought of 
the platform at all, except the few men 
appointed to prepare it. No one cared 
what it contained. Instead of a party of 
principles, as it undoubtedly was in 1860, 
the republican party has degenerated 
into one that spends its time'in wrangling 
over men—that wastes its strength in 
forming hostile camps within its own 
lines. The old party inspired by princi- 
ples, however mistaken, has passed 
away, and in its place we 
have an organization held together sim- 
ply by.the cohesive power of public 
plunder, and really in the primary stages 
of disintegration. 

But let no one imagine that this party, 
aided by the monied interests and official 
patronage of the country, will not make 
'a good fight. It certainly will, no matter 
'who the standard-bearer is. Some will 
fall out of the ranks; others will 
sulk in their tents; but the 
balance will fight desperately 
to retain power four years longer. As we 
write, it looks asif both Grant and Blaine 
would te able to kill each other off, and 
that a dark horse or a nobody will be 
brought in who has few enemies within 
the party. or a record that is assailable. 
Edmunds is not a politician, and is a 
clean man. Washburne was not in 
the country when the corruptions of 
the republican party reached their 
height. Windom has attended strictly 
to local affairs in congress. From 
one of these three men it seems likely 
the nominee will be taken; but before 
that event is reached Grant and Blaine 
will try every device to gain more 
strength, hoping probably against hope. 
Grant doubtless expects the delegates 
who now support Sherman and Wash- 


‘burne and Edmunds to reinforce his 


wavering column; Blaine expects to gain 
the number he needs when Grant 
withdraws from the race, and 
Sherman is waiting to be the legatee 
of both Grant and Blaine. The friends 
of Edmunds, Washburne and Windom 
await the breaking up of the forces of the 
three leading aspirants.

If you have 
no high aspiration in religious things, 
you will never succeed in religion. You 
have a right to aspire tothe very highest 
style of Christian character. From your 
feet there reaches out a path of Christian 
attainment which you may take, and I 
deliberately say that you may be a better 
man than Payson, or Summerfield, or 
Doddridge—a better woman than Han- 
nah More or Charlotte Elizabeth. Why 
not? Did they have a mononoly of 
Christian grace? Did they havea private 
key of the store-house of God's mercy? 
Does God shut you out from 
the gladness and goodness to which 
they were introduced? Oh! no. You 
have just the same promises, just the 
same Christ, just the same Holy Ghost, 
just the same present and everlasting 
love, and if you fall short of what they 
were—aye, if -you do not come up to the 
point which they reached, and go beyond 
it—it is not because Christ has shut vou 
out from any point of moral and spiritual 
elevation, but because you deliberately 
refused to take it. I adnfit that a man 
cannot become a Christian like that with- 
out a struggle. But what do you get 
without fighting for it? The fortresses 
of darkness are to be taken by storm. 
You may, by a little strategy, flank the 
hosts of temptation, but there are tempta- 
tions, there are evils in the way that you 
will have to meet face to face, and 
it will be shot for shot, gun for 
gun, grip for grip, slaughter for 
slaughter.

I have another word of counsel to give 
to those who have just entered Christian 
life, and that is, be faithful in prayer. 
You might as well, businegs men, start 
out in the morning without food and ex- 
pect to be strong all that day—you might 
as well abstain from food all the week 
and expect to be strong, physically, as to 
be strong without prayer. The only way 
to get strength into the soul is by prayer, 
and the only difference between that 
Christian who is worth anythingand that 
one who is worth nothing is.the fact that 
the last does not pray and the other 
does. Oh, this power of prayer! Pray! 
Pray! 

Another word of counsel I have to give. 
Be faithful in Bible research. A great 
many good books are now coming out. 
We cannot read half of them. At every 
revolution of the printing-press they are 
coming. They cover our parlor tables, 
and are in our sitting-rooms and trains. 
Glorious books they are! We thank God 
every day for the work of the Christian 
printing-press. But I have thought that 
perhaps the followers of Christ some- 
times allow this religious literature to 
take their attention from God’s word, 
and-that there may not be as much Bible 
reading as there ought tobe. How is 
that with your own experience? Just 
calculate in your minds how much reli- 
gious literature you have read during the 
year, and then how large a portion of 
the word of God you have read, and then 
contrast the two, and answer) within 
yourown soul whether you are giving 
more attention to the books written by 
the hand of man or that written by the 
hand of God. You go to the drug store 
and you get the mineral waters, but you 
have noticed that these waters are not so 
fresh or\sparkling and healthful as when 
you get these very waters from Saratoga 
and Shaton—getting them right where 
they bubble from the rock. And 
I have. noticed the same 
thing in regard to the truth 
of the gospel. While there is agood deal 
of refreshment and health of the gospel 
of God as it comes through good ; 
I find it better when Icometo the eternal 
rock of God’s word and drink from that 
fountain that bubbles up fresh and pure 
to the life, the: refreshment, the health of 
the soul. Read the Bible, and it brings 
you into the association of the best peo-

oses, and learn his meekness; beside 
Job, and learn his patience; beside Paul, 
and catch something of his enthusiasm, 
and, above all, beside the Lord Himself 
and you feel the power of His love. And 
yet how strange it is that a great many 
men have given their whole lives to the 
assaulting of that book!
